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Baseball Season Successful Har^wk 



BASEBALL 

This year's edition of Goulds 
baseball team has played five 
games thus far. The team has 
won four, and lost four. 

The season’s opener against Ber- 
lin was played under poor weather 
conditions and our players had 
considerable difficulty handling the 
wet ball. Berlin capitalized on our 
errors and garnered a single run 
in each of first, second, third, 
eighth, and ninth innings. These 
innings plus the fourth and sev- 
enth in each of which Berlin made 
three runs, spelled defeat for Gould. 
The final score, Berlin 10, Gould 2. 
Outstanding for Gould in this game 
was George Bryant who hit two 
doubles in four trips to the plate. 

The second game played was also 
with Berlin and again Gould went 
down in defeat. This time, the 
score was Berlin 11, Gould 0, with 
Berlin, as before, capitalizing on 
our errors while their pitcher, 
Keough, proved himself the mas- 
ter of the situation by allowing 
only three hits, two of which were 
obtained by “Spike" Emery. 

For the first four innings of the 
next game with Rumford, our 
prospects seemed brighter, for we 
had a 4-2 lead, but as in the two 
previous games, the demon error 
cropped up, and Rumford clinched 
the ball game by virtue of 8 runs 
scored in the fifth and sixth in- 
nings. The game ended with Rum- 
ford leading 11-4. Gould's shining 
lights in this game, were Pete Ro- 
senberg and Archie Young who be- 
tween them, collected four of our 
six hits. 

On May 19 Gould journeyed to 
Rumford for a return game and 
although Rumford won 12-11, the 
boys played "heads-up" ball 
throughout the game. Again George 
Bryant led the team offensively 
with five hits in as many trips to 
the plate. He was followed closely 
by “Spike” Emery with three hits 
in four attempts, and Ed Doriou 
with three for five, including a 
home run. 

On Saturday May 22, Gould mec 
its fifth opponent, Mexico, and won 
10-5. Playing almost perfect de- 
fensive ball Gould for the first 
time exhibited its full prowess at 
the plate by collecting 15 hits. 
“Spike” Emery led the team at the 
plate with four hits in an equal

the exams were identical for both 
branches, the boy had the chance 
to state his preference in all cases. 
•Qf-the t w-elvellhaLt pussedrBartley- 
Bradlee, Colby, Goldermann, Law- 
ry, Rutter, and Watson had chosen 
the Army. When these candidates 
were notified of their passing, they 
were given forms to fill out ami 
present at their induction. This 
grants them special consideration, 
even though they must take fur- 
ther exams before they may be 
completely qualified for any spe- 
cial advantages. 

Brown, Bartlett, N. Jacobs, 
Parks, and Thompson (Mass.), who 
also passed the exam, are headed 
for the Navy. This branch of the 
service seems to be more specific 
in its guarantees. Some of the boys 
have been interviewed already, 
and they are all expecting to re- 
ceive specialized training. 

The advantages in passing the 
exam for either program seems well 
worthwhile, for those who do are 
substantially closer to gaining a 
commisssion. We wish them all 
the best of luck in the service of 
their country.
